CHAPTER 31. 

LIST OF BLIND PERSONS. 

AN ACT to Provide Information concerning the Blind. 

SEOTION 1. .Be it enacted by ~he GeneraZ .A..88errWl;g Qf Dut of &J 
the State of ]OUJa, That it shall be the duty of each lU~ten=. 
connty superintendent of common schools in this State 
to report on the first day of November of each year to 
the Superintendent of the Iowa institution for the blind, 
the name, age, residence, and post-office address of every 
blind person and avery person blind to such an extent as 
to be unable to acquire an education in the common 
schools and who resides in the county in which he is 
snperintendent.

SEOTION 1. Be it enacted by the General .A886'ff,bly of ' 
th8 State of ]0UJa, That Thomas Officer, Caleb Baldwin J'ormer COJIlIIl!.I­

and G. M. Dodge, commissioners to superintend the lIoDencoDtlDued 

erection of buildings for a Deaf and Dumb Asylnm near 
Council Bluffs, with the Governor, who shall be e:JJ-ojJlcio 
a commissioner, be and they are hereby continued as 
such commissioners. 

SEO. 2. The said commissioners shall receive and The1rdut,. 

disburse all moneys hereby appropriated for the com-
pletion of that part of said building authorized and 
provided for in chapter 107, Acts of the Twelfth General 
Assembly, approved April 7, 1868, and for the erection 
of the necessary outbuildings, shops, and other necessar,l 
improvements. In caSe of vacancy in said board, caused VacanC7. 

by death, resignation, or otherwise, the same shall be 
filled by an appointment by the Governor. 
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
